Some 
are not well kept, and many of 
them are as pretty as the front 
yard. The outdoor living room has 
been w orked out, w ith lawn fu r­ 
niture tastefully arranged, and an 
outdoor furnace for cooking for 
picnics. 
These out door furnaces are not 
hard to build and are very useful, 
especially w here there are chil­ 
dren in the home, many 
home 
m akers report, for it enables them 
to have a “w iener roast” and not 
get the house all "cluttered up.’’ 
It doesn't take very 
much to 
m ake children happy, and out 
door picnics in the back yard, w ith 
a few neighbors and their chil­ 
dren in, and a 
few well planned 
games, in w hich the children do 
most of the playing, is about all 
it takes to give them a pleasant 
evening. 
Many farm s have a farm pond 
near enough to the house, so the 
children and adults 
as well can 
spend some tim e in the evening 
fishing, w hich is a very popular 
supplem ent to any party. 
If you haven't

back yard for picnicking, it will 
pay to do it as suggested. Then if 
it is at all possible, 
build a pond

In Defense Program 


Secretary of A griculture Charles 
F. B rannan today pointed to the 
need for effective use of m aterials 
available for control of the corn 
borer, which is a potentially seri­ 
ous th reat to 1951 corn production. 
“We cannot afford to overlook 
any production practice th at will 
help us turn out the feed necessary 
to keep 
livestock 
production at 
high levels," 
said the secretary. 
“The fine progress m ade thus far 
tow ard this end m ust be m aintain­ 
ed. O ur state and federal entom o­ 
logists have show n us that effec­ 
tive applications 
of 
insecticides 
will check borer dam age and th is 
save grain that otherw ise 
would 
be lost. 
“This year it is doubly im portant 
that effective control m easures be 
taken, not only because of the u r­ 
gent need for better than average 
yields 
but 
also because of 
the 
lim ited supplies of DDT, the in ­ 
secticide most 
recom m ended 
for 
borer control. Farm ers will w ant 
to follow the recom m endations of 
their respective state entom olo­ 
gists and their county agents in 
m aking available supplies of DDT 
go farth er in controlling borers.” 


T i m i n g I* I m p o r t a n t 
Corn borer specialists point out 
that the 
key to good 
control is 
proper tim ing Farm ers alerted to 
the danger w ill determ ine the need 
for treatm ent by checking for egg 
deposits on the underside of the 
leaf. Usually corn should be tre a t­ 
ed IO to 12 days after the larvae 
begin to em erge 
from the 
eggs, 
which will be at about the peak 
of the hatch 
and 
approxim ately 
when the "shot hole” dam age b e­ 
comes readily evident. These rec­ 
om m endations are applicable only 
to the first brood of com borers. 
State and federal entom ologists 
recom m end use of either DDT or 
ryania to control the corn borer. 
Application either as a spray or 
dust gives satisfactory 
results rf 
applied at the 
proper tim e 
and 
rates. Especially in areas heavily 
infested with corn borer in either 
1949 or 1950, farm ers will w ant to 


Grain Insects Cause 
Cut in Supply of Beef 


Markets

WASHINGTON, Ju ly 14— </R>— 
A whole m onth’s supply of live­ 
stock fed grains is destroyed each 
year by insects after it has been 
harvested and put into storage. 
The agriculture departm ent es­ 
tim ates that if converted into m eat 
this lost grain w ould 
provide an 
ex tra 2,000,000,000 pounds of beef, 
pork, lam b and m u tto n --ab o u t 13 
pounds more for each consum er. 
Meat production is averaging a- 
bout 148 pounds a y ear for each 
consum er. 
G overnm ent 
experts 
say consum ers w ould like to have 
at least 12 pounds 
m ore. 
M eat 
prices are high, they explain, be­ 
cause the supply is short of w hat 
consum ers w ant. 
If the 13 pounds of potential 
m eat lost to gram -eating insects 
w ere available, m eat prices u n ­ 
doubtedly would be 
low er 
and 
their probably would be no con­ 
gressional battle over cattle price 
rollbacks. 
D uring the past 12 m onths the 
U nited States has been using grain 
for feed much faster than it has 
been producing it. It has been d ip ­ 
ping into reserves, but 
the re ­ 
serves will not last forever. 
The departm ent is appealing to 
farm ers, grain elevator operators 


and w arehousem en to stop sto r­ 
age losses. This can be 
done, it 
says, 
by des t r o y i n g s p a c e s 
thoroughly before new grain is 
put into them . It also advises th at

lasting effects. 
T he d ep artm en t also urges p u r­ 
chase now of fum igants expected 
I to be required this year to kill in ­ 
sects w hich m ay be in the

E xperts say th at w hile th ere is 
! no substitute for fum igants 
once 
\ they are required, danger of in- 
I sect infestation can be rem oved 
, by cleaning storage bins of trash, 
I old grain, dust and other breeding 
grounds of insects.

Warned SS Tax 


Returns Due 


Those W ho Employ 
Domestic Help Face 
July 31 Deadline 


Housewives of Fayette County 
! must file Social Security tax re- 
I turns for their domestic workers 
I for the second quarter of 1951 by 
I July 31 at the latest, according to 
i Social Security authorities. 
Employers of domestic help, who 
have not already done so, are ad- 
; vised to 
immediately 
get in 
I touch with the Collector of In­ 
ternal Revenue 
(Cincinnati 
of­ 
fice). They are further told that 
' it. is necessary to do this only once, 
i Thereafter the collector’s 
office 
I will mail their tax blanks to them 
j each quarter. 
The new federal law, according 
to the Social 
Security 
officials, 
covers domestics on a compulsory 
basis and for the first time gives 
workers regularly employed in a 
; private household the same retine- 
j ment and survivorship, protection 
J that other workers have enjoyed 
under the social security program. 


Eligibility Requirement 
It is explained however that to 
be regularly employed a domestic 
worker, such 
as a maid, 
house­ 
keeper or cook, must work for one 
employer for 24 or more days dur­ 
ing a calendar quarter, either part

Let someone please explain how our fed­ 
eral adminstration expects to cut down in­ 
flation by asking many billions more in tax

Inflation, which has the whole world run­ 
ning in circles, has spawned many plans to 
end the upward spiral, but none that has 
been worth the powder that would be re- 


Bales of Bonds 
The U. S. Treasury has outstanding $58,- 
000,000,000 of savings bonds. Of these $27.- 
U()0,000,000 will fall due in 1956. The Treas­ 
ury wants to keep the old savings bonds in 
the hands of the public and market a large 
amount of new issues. 


This creates some big problems of debt 
m anagem ent. How will the treasury 
per­ 
suade the public to retain its present bond 
holdings and buy more? Redemption of old 
bonds currently exceeds sales of new issues. 
M any people point out that money invested 
in bonds loses purchasing power through 
inflation. Some want to spend the monev 
before it decreases further 
in value and 
others seek more rewarding investments. 


All these plans are likely to be of little 
avail unless inflation is stopped and the in­ 
vestor 
hopes to draw out dollars 
of the 
same value he put in. The problem is com­ 
pounded by huge national debt which is an 
inflation stimulant in itself. It is a grave sit­ 
uation which the deficit spenders have in­ 
flicted upon the nation, and one which will 
keep Washington under pressure for a satis­ 
factory solution for many a year. 


quired to blow it to the nether regions. In 
the United States, that is. 
Government reliance in this country is 
solely on controls, which add to the spend­ 
ing of public funds, one of the chief causes 
of the inflation which the government is 
trying to control. The thing that is inflated 
is the government itself. 
The result has been a plague of red tape 
and government interference in the affairs 
of the people. 
One of the most simple and effective plans 
to curb inflation has been put into effect in 
Mexico. It calls for no extension of govern­ 
ment interference, no new bureaus, nor red 
tape. 
The government has 
simply announced 
that it will redeem the country’s currency in 
gold, to encourage hoarding and take the 
bloat out 
of the currency 
in circulation. 
The theory is that gold money will be held 
in greater respect than paper money and be 
spent less freely. 
With less money in circulation, the pres­ 
sure of money against the available sup­ 
ply of goods is eased. Prices affected by the 
law of supply 
and demand are being ad­ 
justed downward. Inflation is being effec­ 
tively curtailed.

The M in Who Made Aesop Famous 
By Hoi Boyle

Terry-Toons and a pioneer of 
the animated cartoon.

and

B ut he himself

: little know n to 
the public. That 
suits him. 
“Put your roots in the minds of 
as many people as you can,” he 
said. “Minds are all that count. 
Anybody who goes out for dol­ 
lars alone is crazy.” 


Soon his big rambling studio 
here 
will put out the 
1,000th 
T erry -Toon. That leaves 
t h e 
cheerful, portly artist only one 
goal in life: 


“To make 1,000 more. I never 
want to retire. If a fellow sets a 
time that he’s going to retire-- 
whether at 35. 55, or 65 - - he's

through as of the time he m en­ 
tally decides he's going to re­ 
tire.” 


Back rn 1915 Terry quit two 
jobs as a comic strip and new s­ 
paper artist to m ake his first 
film cartoon. It was called “Little 
Herman,” and it took him two 
months working alone in his own 
living room to m ake the 1,000 
separate drawings for the five- 
minute feature. 
“Now our cartoons run s e v e n 
minutes,” he said. “They have 
8,000 to 10,000 drawings, and it 
takes 85 people eight months to 
produce one for the screen.” 
The studio turns out 26 car­ 
toons a year now, all in techni­ 
color. 
His staff also puts out several 
million comic books a year and 
is working on a television show 
“We haven’t worked out the 
format vet.’’ Terry said. “But I’m 
sure it will stick basically to chil­ 
dren, cartoons and animals.” 
Terry won his first wide recog- 
n.tion with his series of Aesop 
fable cartoons in the days of 
silent films. 
“I had to cut-Aesop Aesop him ­ 
self,” he recalled. “Aesop told 220 
fables originally. But I eventually 
put out 240 more - - 460 alto­ 
gether. Sometimes I wonder if 
Aesop is waiting for me to give me 
plenty for w hat I did to his stor­ 
ies.” 


Each cartoon now costs up to 
S50,000 to produce. Over the years 
Terry has ploughed his profits 
back into his studio, trying to 
improve the art of animation. 
' There is no sense in accum ulat­ 
ing money,” he said. “Only peo­ 
ple who are afraid try to ac­ 
cumulate money 
I have more 
fa,th in the pictures I make than 
in dollars. The dollars I m ake are 
no good to m e until I turn them 
into another picture.” 
T erry believes cartooning still 
has a fabulous future, and this is 
advice to the young kid learning 
to draw: 
“T here’ll always be room for the 
top ones. But it’ll always be tough 
for the ones who don’t grow m en­ 
tally. This trouble comes if they 
are too clever too young. They 
peter out and don ’t develop. Any­ 
one can learn to draw, but to 
succeed -- grow ti must be end­ 
less.” 
He recently put his own phi­ 
losophy in a lyric, "The Miracle.” 
set to music by his old friend, 
Phil gcheib, who has composed 
original scores for all the T erry- 
Toons. 
’ Every day is a miracle to me, ’ 
he said. “Life has been good. The 
world is better than it was, and it 
is still getting better.” 
With a 
twinkle in 
his eye. 
Terry added stoutly: 
“And that’s no Aesop fable.”

WASHINGTON—A global mili­ 
tary communication* center which 
some day may become an under­ 
ground “second Pentagon" is now 
being constructed in the Maryland- 
Pennsylvania mountains near his­ 
toric Gettysburg battlefield. 
Construction has been underway 
since February, but the Defense 
department has made no announce­ 
ment other than a cryptic state­ 
ment 
last 
July 
which 
disclosed 
little. 
Officially, the program is known 
as the “Camp Ritchie Project," 
named after a Maryland National 
Guard camp which has been taken 
over by the federal government. 
The program is variously esti­ 
mated to cost $50 million to $500 
million. It calls for the construc­ 
tion underground of an alternate 
and stand-by communication* cen­ 
ter for the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. 
Its primary Importance will be 
to link far-flung units of America’s 
military forces In the event an 
atomic attack upon 
Washington 
destroys existing facilities there. 
Originally, in plans drawn up at 
close of World War Et, it was 
planned to build an emergency 
“command post” In the mountains 
which would be constantly manned 
by a skeleton force. 
These plans were subsequently 
changed, but could be used lf the 
need arises.

Housewives of Fayette County 
must file Social Security tax re­ 
turns for their domestic workers 
for the second quarter of 1951 by 
Ju ly 31 at the latest, according to 
Social Security authorities.

All Six Buildings Benefit 


That old truism that “ it’s not 
the initial cost, 
but the 
upkeep 
that hurts’’ applies to school prop­ 
erty just the same as to anything 
else. 


That’s one of the reasons why 
work goes on at an increased tem­ 
po in the Washington C. H. schools 
now while the 2,000-plus boys and 
girls are having their summer va­ 
cation. 


It is a major project of general 
rehabilitation 
of 
the 
physical 
property that is under way here, 
too. 


Before it is completed, 
more 
than $23,000 w ill have been spent 
on repairs and maintenance work. 
That, at least, was the estimated 
submitted to the school board with 
the overall program and authoriz­ 
ed by it. 


Fred Rost, the 
school business 
manager who is supervising 
the 
work, said 
“ the w ay things are 
shaping up now, it looks like we’d 
just about come out even.” 
By 
that, he meant that the work and 
the spending was moving 
along 
according to plan. 


12 M a j o r Operations

Needy Blind May 


Be Helped by 


Commissioners 


Counties Get Some 
Responsibilities 
As Deficit Looms 


The county commissioners may 
have to scurry around to find more 
money to help take care 
of de­ 
pendent children and needy blind 
in Fayette County. 
Recently the commissioners vot­ 
ed S100 out of the general fund to 
take care 
of 
the 
needy 
blind 
through one month. 
Commissioners will have to dig 
around for 
some 
more 
money 
though. Heretofore, the state and 
federal government has assumed 
the full load of taking care of the 
needy blind, but from now pn the 
counties will ha\ e 
to shoulder a 
share of the cost. 
County Auditor Ulric Acton says 
this is true because the state and 
federal government won’t supple­ 
ment 
any money 
to the needy 
blind pensions of 
a maximum of 
$50 monthly. 


Counties M ust M ake 
Difference 
In extreme cases 
the counties 
will have to make up the differ­ 
ence to the maximum allowable 
pension of $60 monthly. 
This is true, so Governor Frank 
Lausche says, because 
the 
state 
Legislature 
appropriated 
more 
money than it will have during the 
next two years. 
The Legislature increased ap­ 
propriations for the needy 
blind 
by $300,000 for the next two years. 
But the governor, according to an 
Associated Press 
dispatch, 
said 
state and federal funds will fall 
$200,000 short of meeting obliga­ 
tions during that period and coun­ 
ties will have to make up the dif­ 
ference. 
Acton said he didn’t know how 
the county would figure 
in 
the 
payment of additional sums for 
the care of dependent children. 
He said he plans to go to Colum­ 
bus next Wednesday and Thurs­ 
day to a meeting of county audi­ 
tors from all over the state to find 
out some of the answers. 


Lausche W rites County Officials 
Lausche recently wrote to coun­ 
ty auditors, treasurers, prosecutors 
and commissioners about the pos­ 
sibility of 
counties 
chipping in 
more money to help with care of 
dependent 
children 
and 
needy 
blind. 
Lausche wrote: 
“This letter is 
written for the purpose of calling 
your attention at this early date to 
the imperative demand that 
you 
give consideration to the problem 
which will arise in regard to aid­ 
ing dependent 
children 
and the 
blind. 
“It has been suggested that the 
state appropriation for 
poor re­ 
lief should be distributed in such 
a way as to meet 50 percent of the 
relief costs on a current basis even 
though this might 
result in ex­ 
hausting state funds 
before 
the 
end of the fiscal year. 
“In view of the express opinion 
of the Legislature, 
that the $9,- 
000,000 appropriated for poor re­ 
lief is intended to 
represent the 
full 
contribution of the state, it 
would be an unsound fiscal policy 
to dispose of the appropriation in 
this manner. 
"It 
is possible that 
relief ex­ 
penditures in the early part of the 
fiscal year will be too high to per­ 
mit full 50 percent matching by 
the state. 
“If expenditures 
drop 
during 
the fiscal year, so that the month­ 
ly amount is more than enough to 
meet 50 percent 
in 
the 
latter 
months of the fiscal 
year, 
this 
money can then be used to bring 
the state 
matching 
up 
to 
the 
maximum permitted by law.” 
The state fell short of its poor 
relief matching last year and#the 
Legislature appropriated $3,103,- 
000 to make up the difference to 
counties.

delegation waited at the advanced 
peace camp throughout the day, 
ready to move by helicopter jeep

Army, paid a surprise visit to the 
delegation at lunch time. The sub­ 
ject of the discussions was not an­ 
nounced. 
Fighters and bombers

up their support of Van Fleet’s 
powerful 
ground forces. 
They 
stung Communists with 680 sorties, 
smashing heavily at transport lines 
which could bring new troops and 
supplies to the front. 
An Eight Army 
officer said if 
Reds are at full strength on the 
west central front, they have 200,- 
000 to 223,000 troops. The west 
central front starts about 25 miles 
northeast of Kaesong, where arm­ 
istice talks were held Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 
Action all along the front was 
quiet.
